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1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group 1 in Paper No. 4, filed January 15, 2002 is 
acknowledged. 

2. Claims 1-10, 13, and 1 8 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear what constitutes a ''high-performance'' urethane elastomer. The language, 
''high-performance", is relative terminology. 

3. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The subject matter of claim 4 fails to further limit claim 1 . 

4. Claims 5, 10, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear with respect to the conditions under which the specified components are 

liquid. 

5. Claims 10 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is unclear what is being claimed, since the prepolymer is only specified as being 
"curable" using the specified composition. It is unclear how the curative is to further limit the 
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claimed prepolymers. Additionally, it is unclear if the components are parts of the prepolymer 
or the curative Lastly, it is unclear why prepolymer (P) is listed as a component of the curative. 
Clarification is required.
